Ishment, suspended sentence — tho whole 
gamut short of real deterrent to these beast' 
ly Juvenile oltenscs. 

At lower levels our Judicial officers too 
. many times respond to the political and so- 
cial pressures applied from those Immedi- 
ately affected. They add up to "go easy with 
them." 

The Judges respond this way because 
the broader, more general pressures from 
the whole community, the whole society, 
which should work in the opposite direction, 

«re not consistently f<jlt. ^ . _ . 

aroused, when they want real law enforce- 
ment, they cannot be denied. But the peo- 
ple as a whole must make themselves felt. 

They have to understand that Indiscrim- 
inate Juvenile or other assaults on Innocent 
people anywhere oh the face of the land af- 
fect not only the (rf)vlous victims but every 
man who cherishes his safety. 

They have to believe that law and order 
exist to guard us all, and are not to be In- 
voked only, when we as particular Individuals 
~"arp-lmpertled. 

Only when this la understood and acted on 
will ws enjo; true persoml security.
